HOSPITALS UNEQUAL TO DEMANDS UPON THEM

A Desperate Situation Disclosed by Deserters From Turkish

London, Jan. 9—Offcial news re-
ceived by the Bulgarian delegation de-
gcribes the situation at” Adrianople as
desperate. Beveral soldiers, who de-
gerted and succeeded in reaching the
headquarters of the allies, say that the
town Is in its last gasp. Provisions
pre so searce that the military au-
thorities have requisitioned all the
foold posse aven by private (n-
gividuals and are making only one
distribution, comprising a half ration
daily,

Sick Ovarflow Hospital.

The conditions have been rendered
graver by the great number of sick,
who overflow the hospitals, where the
sttendance s inadequate. Thus the
death rate is very high. The Bul-
arians have allowed medicines and
led Cross workers to enter under the
escort of a Bulgarian detachment.

Rather Starve Than Surrender.

The commander of the fortress has
declared that he would rather see all
dle of starvation than surrendeér the
town; that is why all who can are en-
deavoring to escape. The Bulgarians
believe that even independently of any
&ction the powers may take, the ques-
tion of Adrianople will goon be solved.

Allies May Balk.

It i understood that Constantinople
bas accepted the views of Rechad
Yasha, who recently zsked to be au-

thorized to re-convoke the conference,
he being president for the next sit-
ting. 'The difficuity now lies in the
doetermination of the allies not to par-
ticipats in the conference unless they
are notifled before hand what Turkey
intends to propose. They do not wish
to revive the discussion of unaccept-
able terms, but-desire to have it as a
certainty that Turkey is ready to cede
what has been pronounced as the ir-
reducible minimum of the allies—Ad-
drianople, after.which it will be possi-
ble to discuss the frontier line, which
must leave that fown in the hands of
the ellies,
Want Unofficial Agreement.

in ether words, the allies do nol wish
to play into Turkey's hands by re-en-
tering the conference room without &
definite programme which may lead
to definite concluslon of peace this
time. Hefore the meeting the Turks
and allies must have unofficially agreed
to the main points of the territerial
clauses of the treaty ,so that official
ratification of those agreements can
be had at the sitting of 4he conference.

Old Frigate Sunk in Harbor of Tripoli
in 1808.
Washington, Jan. 9. — Tjeutenant

Commander - R. Drace White, military
attache at the American embassy at
Rome, in a Teport made pyblic at the
navy department today, says there are
no reasons apart from sentimental
ones for raising the old frigate Phila-
delphia, sunk in the harbor of Tripoli
in 1R08.

The investigation was ordered last
autumn after a balloonist fiying over
the Mediterranean sighted the hull of
the vessel which- was sunk In the war
waged by thizs country to put an end
to attacks on American merchant ves-
sals by Barbary pirates,

Commander White estimates that it
would cost $12,000 to ralse the Phlia-
delphia and get her ashore.

=pace of about 35 feet. To ralse her
it would be necessary to dredge around
the outslde as well as inside of the
sunken craft. It is unlikely that the
navy department will order the work
done. It is planned in the near future
to reclaim thiat portion of the harbor
in which the frigate lies and she proh-
ably will be uneaver=sd when the engi-
neers begin their work.

Enormoue Profits of New York Insti-
tution Shown by Chairman of Board
of Directors at Money Trust Hearing

Washington, Jan. 8.—Enormous
grmﬂts by the First National bank of

ew York city were recounted today
by George F. Baker, chairman of the
bosrd of directors of the bank, as a
witness before the house money trust
committes, Mr., Baker furnished the
committee with records showing that
since its organlszation In 1863 with a
‘capitalization of $5600,000 the bank has
made proflts amounting to more than
$80,000,000, .

Dividends of 226 Per Cent. in Four
Yoars. L]
In the four years since 1908, Mr.

Baker told the committee, the bgnk
had paid dividends of 228 per cent. or
more than twice the total caplializn-
tion "which is now $10,000,000. When
the ecapitai was Increased to that
amount fn 1801 a especial dividend of
$9,500,000 was declared, Mr. Baker
=aid, to enable the stockholders to take
up the additional Inveatment. In 1908
in order to provide $10,000,000 of cash
for the organization of the First Se-
curities company to take over the bus-
Iness “which the bank could mnot do
under the law,” Mr. Baker sald, a
special dlvidend of $10,000,000 was de-
clared. This was in addition to the
regular yearly dividends.

Opposes Publication of Assets.

Samusl Untermyer, counsel for the
committee from the figures supplied
by Mr. Baker, calculated that since he
assumed the presidency of the TFirst
Natlonal [p 1873 that Institution hasa
paid dividends of 18,650 per cemnt. on
ita original capitalization.

Mr, Baker flatly opposed the sug-
gestion made by Mr. Untemyer that
national banks be rTequlred to make
publle their assets in order that de-
positors and stockholders might know
the nature of securities held by the
banks, the witness declaring he saw
no possible good that could coma of
such a provision.

Favors Interlocking Dirsctorates.

That there is no Impropriety in one
man holding directorships in two or
more potentially competitive banls,
rallroads or Industrial corporations was
another stand taken by Mr| Baker. Mr,
Untermyer reviewed with hlm a long
llat of railroads In_-which he wns g
director: some of which the lawyer
heic were potentially competing lines.
Mr. Baker declared that it was rather
an advantage to hold such director-
ships, “because differences between the
companies can thus be readily ad-
Jjusted.”

“Such & situation,” he continued, "is
often beneficiai to all partles con-
cerned.”

Contempt Proceedings Against Henry.

The witness did not approve of the
“*voting trust form of control of cor-
porations by which the stockholders
turn over thelr voting rights to vot-
ing trustees, but sald that he would
not disapprove of It if stockholders
desired it. He further said that the
voting trustees of the Guaranty Trust
company, himself, W. H. Forster and
H, P. Davison, had never held a meet-
ing.
